30 Section 1.  Section 53A-13-109.5 is enacted to read:

34 postsecondary level, other than a regular full-time K-12 secondary education program,

35 provided by an LEA or nonprofit organization that provides the opportunity for an adult to

36 further the adult's high school level education.

37 (b)  "Basic civics test" means a test that includes all 100 questions on the civics test

38 form used by the United States Citizenship and Immigration Services:

39 (i)  to determine that an individual applying for United States citizenship meets the

40 basic citizenship skills specified in 8 U.S.C. Sec. 1423; and

41 (ii)  in accordance with 8 C.F.R. Sec. 312.2.

42 (c)  "Board" means the State Board of Education.

43 (d)  "LEA" means:

44 (i)  a school district;

45 (ii)  a charter school; or

46 (iii)  the Utah Schools for the Deaf and the Blind.
